authorized the creation of a W ar 
R ecreation Council w ith the five 
m em bers of the C ity Recreation 
C ouncil to serve as directors and 
have pow er to appoint five or 
m ore additional directors. 
Pres­ 
en t directors are G eorge Rober­ 
son, M errill C rockett, Mrs. Melba 
B ennett, 
A rthur 
Bailey, 
John 
C haffey, Ernest G rill, Mrs. H ar­ 
riet H enderson, Mrs. Lockett and 
F ran k 
Cutler. 
A ppointm ent of 
the tenth director has not yet 
been announced. 
The prim ary objects of the W ar 
R ecreation Council are two. First, 
the agency of th e federal govern­ 
m ent, know n as th e Federal Se­ 
curity Agency, requires some such 
council to be set up before it will 
consider rendering federal aid in 
the event assistance is necessary 
in providing recreation facilities 
for servicem en. 
Second, the 
W ar Recreation 
Council m ay act as a coordinating 
body to see that facilities are not 
provided in unreasonable num ­ 
ber, th a t they are not located too 
close to one another, th at insofar 
as possible duplication of effort 
is avoided, and it m ay furnish 
assistance how ever and w herever

A t the end of the 1941 session, 
it was 
necessary 
to designate 
some state departm ent as 
the 
agency to deal with the WPA, 
the CCC camps, and the distri­ 
bution of surplus commodities. 
It had become evident that the 
series of bills setting up a new 
relief structure in the state did 
not have the necessary votes. The 
adm inistration was 
dem anding 
unrestricted spending for relief. 
The 
senate 
was 
opposed 
to 
further 
spending 
unless 
local 
supervision was added, and un­ 
less subversive influences were 
removed. The assembly was still 
discussing the m atter. 
Two senate committee 
bills 
w ere used, rath er hastily. They 
designated the D epartm ent of So­ 
cial W elfare as the state agency. 
This m et the Federal require­ 
ments. T he control, for all three 
agencies, w as placed in the hands 
of the sam e state bureau. This 
leads us to the following inter­ 
esting incident: 
As the agency cooperating with 
th e W PA, it became necessary a 
few w eeks ago for this bureau 
to order long staple cotton 
for 
m attresses; also the 
necessary 
ticking for m attress covers, and 
a n inexpensive grade of muslin 
for- sheets. T he cost to the state 
for the m aterial necessary was 
estim ated a t about $100,000. 
The state was prom ptly noti­ 
fied th a t these m aterials w ere 
unobtainable; 
s c a r c i t y , 
you 
know! N ot having the necessary 
priority rating, it was impossible 
to buy them for the WPA. 
H owever, you will rem em ber 
th at the sam e bureau also hand­ 
led SU RPLU S COMMODITIES. 
The bureau, undaunted by the 
refusal of one Federal 
agency, 
from w hich 
it w anted to BUY, 
prom ptly p u t in a request to 
the Surplus M arketing A dm inis­ 
tration for the same materials. 


The state has now 
received 
from 
th e 
A dm inistration, 
510 
bales of long staple cotton. 165,­ 
000 yards of ticking for m attress 
covers, 
and 
1,200,000 yards of 
m uslin 
for sheets, all w ithout 
cost to th e state. 


One agency of the Federal gov­ 
ernm ent says that these things 
a re scarce, to be procured only 
w ith a priority num ber; another 
agency of the Federal govern­ 
m ent says they are “agricultural 
surplusses,” to be given aw ay to 
an y accredited agency w hich will 
tak e them . 
I rise, as I have risen before, 


to rem ark th at governm ent to­ 
day has a sort of Alice in W on­ 
derland complex. It would be un­ 
believable, if w e didn't see and 
hear repetitions of such incidents 
as the above. 
A year ago, this W ar w as be­ 
ing run by 13 special Federal 
agencies, all neatly arranged al­ 
phabetically. Today there are 20, 
four of the original lot having 
been combined into one or more 
of the 11 new ones. There are 
the OEM, the WPB, the OPA 
and the OCD, rather constantly 
in the news, besides which there 
are the following: DCB, 
DHD, 
OSRD, ODHW, CIAA, TD, OFF, 
OLLA, OC (our new friend the 
censor), NWLB. BEW, PJB, MCC, 
JW PC, JM USDC, and the SSS, 
w hich as I recall used to be the 
nam e of a p aten t medicine used 
as a spring tonic, and perhaps 
appropriately ends this list. 


You understand, these are all 
special W ar agencies, the list does 
not include any of the regular 
Federal departm ents or agencies, 
nor any state departm ents. 
Does it strike anyone besides 
the w riter of this 
column 
as 
curious that a governm ent w hich 
so earnestly desires the central­ 
ization of authority, after g ather­ 
ing this authority to itself, should 
then spread itself out so thinly 
as to invite w hat would only be 
delay and inefficiency in ordin­ 
ary business? This column and 
its w riter are w holeheartedly in 
support of both National 
and 
State adm inistrations in every­ 
thing which w ill carry this w ar 
to a successful conclusion, in the 
shortest time possible, and we 
m ust all be united in support of 
the President and those who will 
go to the later peace conferences 
to speak for th e United States, 
but I shall rise continually to 
rem ark against duplication, w aste 
and inefficiency and the desire 
for centralization of power w hich 
imposes these things upon us, 
and threatens to destroy t h a t 
form of governm ent which shines 
today among th e governm ents of 
the world, as the light in the 
hands of the S tatue of L iberty 
has show n for decades 
before 
the eyes of oppressed and liberty 
loving peoples.

Several Pools Available 
Pools now used exclusively by 
servicem en 
are, 
Deep 
Well, 
Smoke 
Tree, 
Joseph 
Schenck, 
Colonial House, 
which, 
at the 
suggestion of the W ar Recreation 
Council has been reserved for of­ 
ficers, and, of course, El M irador 
pool at the A rm y General Hos­ 
pital. 
Several other pools have 
been in use by servicem en, not­ 
ably those of Addison Hoof, H ar­ 
ry H anbury, and La Paz. 
The 
Hoof pool and the Palm Springs 
Hotel pool are now in use by the 
school children 
under arrange­ 
m ents m ade by the 
Recreation 
Commission. 
Use 
of the H an­ 
bury and La Paz pools will prob­ 
ably be discontinued for the sum ­ 
m er due to technical problems a r­ 
ising 
from 
chlorine 
shortage. 
None of the pools presently in 
use by servicem en are at any cost 
to the canteen fund, the expenses 
for them being borne privately. 
T hat th e D ugout has carved for 
itself a popular reputation among 
the servicem en is proven by the 
m any 
unsolicited 
testim onials 
given by men picked up on the 
highw ay who like the “leave 'em 
alone” atm osphere of the Dugout 
and who find the free fruit juice 
especially pleasing. 
USO Valuable 
The new USO H ospitality Cen­ 
ter at the Joseph Schenck place 
is a most valuable contribution to 
the service this com m unity can 
render to the soldier. 
And we 
are particularly indebted to the 
Southern 
California 
USO Wo­ 
m en’s C om m ittee headed by Mrs. 
Edw ard G. Robinson, Mrs. D oug­ 
las C orner and Mrs. Jesse Las­ 
key, for securing it for us. 
Here 
w here sw im m ing pools are per­ 
haps m ore im portant than hospi­ 
tality houses, the Schenck prop­ 
erty provides both on a fairly lav­ 
ish scale. 
The pool is large and 
beautiful w ith 
am ple 
dressing 
rooms and showers. 
The hospi­ 
tality room is large; contains a 
billiard table, a card table, and 
substantial refrigerating units be­ 
hind th e bar w hich should re ­ 
duce ice purchases to a m inim um 
and sim plify keeping fruit juices 
fresh and cold. 
Retain Local Control 
The W ar Recreation 
Council 
was not, at first, overly enthusi­ 
astic about Palm Springs having 
a USO center because it feared 
that a USO com m ittee m ight have 
a single track m ind and selfishly 
think only of USO and not ser­ 
vicem en's needs 
for the entire 
com m unity. 
It also 
feared the 
possibility 
th at 
through USO, 
control of 
the 
local 
problem 
m ight somehow become shifted 
to New York. It then becam e ap ­ 
parent th at the best way to as­ 
sure th at a local USO unit would 
function harm oniously w ith the 
com m unity's 
servicem en’s 
pro­ 
gram as a whole w as to take the 
initiative and form a USO com­ 
m ittee. 
This the W ar Recreation 
Council did, and had confirmed 
by Southern California H eadquar­ 
ters the 
appointm ent 
of 
Mrs. 
M elba B ennett, general chairm an; 
John Chaffey, finance chairm an; 
Frank C utler and Francis Crock­ 
er, com m itteem en. 
As a result, 
the local USO unit, chairm anned 
by Mrs. Melba Bennett, opened 
up Monday, June 8, with a large J 
corps of volunteer w orkers w ith­ 
out draw ing any 
strength 
from 
w orkers at the Dugout. 
It is possible 
th at all of the 
costs of operating Palm Springs 
USO m ay be borne by the N a­ 
tional USO fund. 
Some 
of the 
costs have already been auth o r­ 
ized by N ational USO representa­ 
tives and a com plete estim ated 
budget of operating costs for a 
year has been forw arded to the 
New York office. 
USO Plans Drive 
D uring the w eek of June 17 to 
24, the N ational USO will be con­ 
ducting a nationw ide 
campaign 
for funds to operate recreation 
facilities outside 
of 
camps for 
soldiers, w herever they m ay be. 
The national quota has been set 
at $32,000,000. Riverside county’s 
quota is $38,000 and Palm Springs 
quota is $1900. 
This is a com­ 


m unity obligation just as it is to 
raise our quota for national Red 
Cross, U nited C hina Relief, d e ­ 
fense bonds, o r any sim ilar drive 
of national scope. 
It is not a f­ 
fected by w h eth er we have a lo­ 
cal USO unit here or w hat p o r­ 
tion of the operating costs of a 
local USO u n it are paid from the 
national fund. 
Use Field Club 
The Palm Springs Field C lub 
is providing recreation facilities 
w hich can be enjoyed by m ore 
m en than any o th er local facility. 
The soft ball diam ond with flood 
lights is in use 
almost 
every 
night. 
City R ecreation Superin­ 
tendent Taylor, w ith the help of 
C aretaker 
M urray 
Hayes, has 
m ade ready a h ard ball diam ond, 
w hich is only available in d ay ­ 
light as there are no lights. T here 
are three croquet courts, badm in­ 
ton, ping pong and horseshoes, all 
under the supervision of the city ’s 
recreation 
superintendent. 
The 
City Council 
recently approved 
an expenditure of $1,000 to p ro ­ 
vide show er baths, the money to 
be paid out of th e canteen fund 
of which the city is custodian. 
Suggest Municipal Pool 
For several 
years 
there has 
been agitation from tim e to tim e 
for a public sw im m ing pool. 
If 
the city is to acquire title to the 
Field Club som eday for use as a 
m unicipal 
recreation 
center, it 
w ould seem logical, w ere a p u b ­ 
lic pool to be built, for it to be 
built at the Field Club. If devel­ 
opm ent of recreation facilities is 
concentrated as m uch as possible 
at the Field Club, after the d u ra ­ 
tion Palm Springs m ight have a 
recreation center 
w hich 
w ould 
prove a trem endous economic as­ 
set to the com m unity. 
The gov­ 
ernm ent has spent 
$50,000 and 
m ore in m any localities to p ro ­ 
vide hospitality centers for sol­ 
diers. 
These buildings are pro b ­ 
ably destined to be used as civic 
auditorium s, and w ill be perm a­ 
nent assets to the com m unities in 
w hich they are located. 
If our 
greater need 
for 
servicem en's 
recreation is a swim m ing pool, 
w hy shouldn’t w e ask the govern­ 
m ent for one? 
W e m ight not be 
successful, bu t if w e should, the 
com m unity could not help b u t 
benefit after th e w ar. A m unici­ 
pal swim ming pool would be an 
investm ent in th e health of our 
children in the sum m ertim e and 
could be self supporting. 
The added costs 
of operating 
th e Field Club, due to providing 
recreation for soldiers, are not 
great. These costs cannot be m et 
by taxation, b u t 
are 
properly 
chargeable to a servicem en’s can ­ 
teen fund financed by voluntary 
subscriptions. 
Palm Springs can have a cam ­ 
paign for funds by the American 
Legion for th e operation of th e 
D ugout—a cam paign for the n a­ 
tional quota for the USO, a cam ­ 
paign for the local USO unit to 
take care of any deficit that there 
m ight be over and above monies 
furnished from the N ational USO 
fund and a cam paign to provide 
funds to take care of the extra 
costs of operating the Field C lub 
due to soldier use. 
May Have War Chest 
The W ar 
R ecreation 
Council 
proposes 
th at 
a single 
agency 
m ake one 
collection 
campaign 
and distribute th e money raised 
to each individual servicem en’s 
recreational facility in relation to 
its need and in proportion to its 
budget set up in advance. 
The 
plan is sim ilar to th e comm unity 
chest. 
It is already in operation 
in several cities and is now being 
organized in San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and San Diego and is 
know n as the “W ar Chest.” It is 
hardly necessary to point out th at 
th e num ber of “drives” in Palm

Fresh Food Drive 


Seen Delaying 


Tin Shortage 


Tin priorities and the curtailed 
use of cans for food should p re­ 
sent no im m ediate problem for 
Southern C alifornia housewives, 
as fresh fruits and vegetables are 
made available in steadily in ­ 
creasing 
quantity 
and variety, 
G. S. Higi, general superintend­ 
ent for the A & P Food Stores 
in the area declared today. 
He announced th e inauguration 
of a nation-w ide advertising and 
promotion cam paign to 
feature 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
d e­ 
signed to provide vitam in- and 
m ineral-bearing fresh produce at 
reasonable cost and in greater 
quantity. 
For Defense 
“There are four m ain purposes 
behind this cam paign,” Higi said. 
“First, the A & P has pledged 
its cooperation in the govern­ 
ment's nutrition drive—the pro­ 
gram w hich calls for 100 percent 
increase in the national consum p­ 
tion of fruits and leafy g r e e n 
vegetables and a 70 percent g reat­ 
er use of citrus fru its and tom a­ 
toes for the sake of the nation’s 
w artim e health. 
“Second, because the huge in ­ 
creases in production 
dem and 
greater efficiency in distribution, 
the A & P is increasing its ef­ 


fort under its long-standing pol­ 
icy of giving support to growers 
in m arketing heavy crops at sea­ 
sonal peaks. 
“Third, we believe th at in th e 
present crisis, it is doubly essen­ 
tial th a t A m erican 
housewives 
should be given every opportun­ 
ity and aid in setting a ‘good ta ­ 
ble’—and th at one essential of 
the good table is a goodly supply 
of the health-m aintaining 
fresh 
foods. 
More Economy 
“A nd fourth, if she is to m ain­ 
tain the proper dietary balance 
for h er family, 
the 
housewife 
m ust be able to get these foods 
at low est possible cost. In order 
that this be done we are moving 
fresh produce from farm to re ­ 
tail 
store by the m ost direct 
routes, in shorter tim e and w ith 
fewer handlings and less 
cost 
than by any other com m ercial­ 
ly employed m ethods.” 
Several m edia w ill be 
used 
during the prom otion and adver­ 
tising campaign, Higi said, but, 
as in the past, greatest reliance 
will be placed on new spaper a d ­ 
vertising. 
Stress will be laid during th e 
campaign on home canning pro­ 
gram s being sponsored by the 
governm ent as part of the n u tri­ 
tion drive, the food chain exec­ 
utive said. Not only w ill it bring 
a w ide variety of perishables b e­ 
fore th e consum er bu t will em ­ 
phasize comm odities in 
heavy 
production periods and thus aid 
the grow er in m oving his crop 
and giving the housew ife the ad ­ 
vantage of favorable buying.

Discussions with the Colonel 
brought out several interesting 
points. Two post exchanges have 
been established at the hospital, 
one in the former tennis club 
house and the other at the swim­ 
ming pool. The reporters were 
taken through the one in the ten­ 
nis club. These post exchanges 
sell ice cold soda pop, cigarettes, 
toilet articles, some 
military 
clothing and in the near future 
will handle beer. Prices are kept 
at a reasonable figure. 
Now 12 Officers 
Twelve commissioned officers 
are now stationed at the hospital. 
These include seven medical ad­ 
ministrative officers and five 
medical officers. Only about a 
month ago there \yas but o n e 
commissioned officer, Capt. An­ 
drews, who was joined about a 
week later by Col. A. B. Jones. 
The staff has been growing ever 
since. 
Among the new arrivals is Lt. 
Richard Barker, who reported 
here last Saturday 
to become 
utilities officer at the hospital. He 
is now ready to interview really 
qualified local plumbers, electric­ 
ians, carpenters, painters, etc., 
who would like employment. 
A maintenance crew of enlist­ 
ed men stationed at El Mirador 
have just completed giving a por­ 
tion of the system of the White­ 
water Mutual W ater company a 
thorough cleaning out. This sys­ 
tem supplies all the irrigation 
water for the extensive hospital 
grounds. It was estimated the 
soldiers pitched more than 100 
tons of dirt and debris out of the 
Reservoir and spillway. In order 
to boost the pressure so sprink­ 
lers will be more effective in 
keeping the lawns alive, the army 
has installed a booster pump on 
the W hitewater Mutual 
water 
line which supplies the hospital. 
Use Swimming Pool 
When the reporters neared the 
famed El Mirador swimming 
pool, it was noticed that several 
men were swimming. The pool 
was as clean and crystal clear as 
it ever was during the hotel’s re­ 
sort days, maybe even more so; 
and the Colonel explained it was 
being maintained for the benefit 
of the hospital personnel. The 
men, he said, are divided into 
groups with certain hours of the 
day set aside for each group, 
which makes it possible for every 
service man at the hospital to 
enjoy a swim every day. 
Workmen were busy on the 
corridor and ramp, said to be one 
of the most difficult construction 
jobs at the hospital and one it 
will take the longest to build. 
This ramp will have a long, easy 
grade and will be used when car­ 
rying stretcher cases and when 
pushing men in wheel chairs up 
to the second floor. Beneath the 
ramp will be a large utilities 
storeroom.Build Warehouses 
An interesting operation shown 
the reporters was the construc­ 
tion, then in progress, of f o u r 
standard “Jap barracks.” These 
are the type of barracks used at 
internment camps for Japs, are 
20x64 feet in size, come with the 
lumber, doors and windows all 
cut to size, and can be erected in 
16 hours by a trained crew. They 
will be used as warehouses at the 
hospital, not for housing Japs. 
An inspection was made of the 
little tent city on the north side 
of Tachevah Drive at the rear 
of the former El Mirador Hotel. 
These 12 tents house enlisted men 


and non-commissioned officers. 
Install Many Phones 
The first of the week 17 tele­ 
phones were installed, all 
of 
which operate through the hos­ 
pital’s 
switchboard, 
telephone 
number 2211. The phones were 
installed at the following loca­ 
tions: Office of the CO and ex­ 
ecutive office; adjutant's office; 
office of sergeant major; chief 
clerk of civilian personnel sec­ 
tion; personnel officer and CO. 
DMD; personel sergeant major; 
registrar and sick and wounded 
office; utilities officer: chief clerk, 
utilities office; quartermaster; 
mess office; post exchange; chief 
nurse and nurses* quarters; chief 
clerk, medical supply office; fin­ 
ance officer; main gate; detach­ 
ment M. D. (tents). 
Arriving at the hospital last 
week for temporary duty was Lt. 
Col. Dover Bell from the William 
Beaumont General Hospital, Tex­ 
as.

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BETTING AGAINST THE BOMBS 
Insurance men, who are slickers at the busi­ 
ness of figuring mathematical odds, are pretty con­ 
temptuous toward Japanese hopes of staging a full 
“Cologne blitz” on any California city or of sustain­ 
ing a steady air attack on our civilian population. 
As soon as the details are worked out. the Re 
construction Finance Corporation and private in 
surance companies will issue air raid property in­ 
surance on California homes at a rate of 10 cents 
per $100 of value. In other words, if and when the 
Japs aim a bomb at any given house or building, 
the insurance industry will bet 1000 to 1 that they 
miss it—and insurance men expect to make money 
at those odds. 
So, though the Japs have demonstrated that 
they can bomb America, there should not be un­ 
due alarm because the danger is real for all of us 
and the threat of death and destruction from the 
skies is mysterious and fearful. 
Of every 1000 
homes in California, the Japs may reasonably ex­ 
pect to destroy or damage one, the experts say. 
Anyway, they’ll bet $100 against a thin dime that 
your house won’t be it. 
That might be called reassuring arithmetic!

FILL IT BEFORE IT ROLLS 
The remarkable achievement of the railroads 
in handling record loads without delay, conges­ 
tion or car shortage is primarily due to two things. 
First, better equipment has made possible bet­ 
ter, more efficient methods. Today’s freight train 
lurns out more than twice as much transportation 
service for each hour it is on the road as did the 
freight trains of the last war. 
And each freight 
car now produces one and three-quarters as many 
ton-m iles per day as did the average car of 1918. 
Second, and equally important, is the progress 
made in the relationship between those who pro­ 
duce rail transportation and those who use it. 
Many years before Hitler’s rise to power, the 
railroads began preparing for precisely the kind of 
emergency that exists today. In World War I, the 
so-called collapse in rail transportation was the 
direct and inevitable result of failure to promptly 
unload cars. Thousands of cars stood immobile on 
sidings for weeks and months at a stretch, while 
shippers begged for empty cars. So the railroads 
got together with shippers and laid their plans. And 
the fruits of those plans are evident now. 
Both 
carriers and the shippers are determined that cars 
shall be loaded, unloaded and sent on their way 
in the shortest possible time. They are determin­ 
ed that every car and every locomotive shall con­ 
tribute the last possible ounce of service to the 
war effort. 
But more can be done. Too many cars are still 
only partly loaded. 
The goal now is to load every 
car to the brim before it rolls. And no one who has 
seen American industry at work will doubt that 
goal will be reached. 
This fall railroad traffic will reach a peak. Every 
shipper must work to attain maximum utilization 
of every car. This is vital to victory. 


YOUR DUTY TO AMERICA'S FORESTS 
This summer brings a gigantic responsibility to 
those who live in the great forested areas of the 
United States—and to those who visit those areas. 
That responsibility is to give more thought, more 
effort, to the prevention of forest fires than ever 
before. The danger season is rapidly approaching. 
The worth of our timber resources cannot be 
described solely in terms of money. If a woodland 
is razed by fire, a great many years must pass be­ 
fore new trees can grow to usable size. One great 
forest fire, starting from a single spark, can utterly 
destroy millions of board feet of timber which the 
nation needs now. 
Much has been written of the danger to our for­ 
ests from sabotage. This is a matter which must 
be handled by units of government. 
They should 
make the fullest preparation. Lookouts must be 
adequate. Fire-fighting crews must be ready. 
Equipment must be on hand. Forests must be con­ 
stantly patrolled. 
What the individual must keep in mind is his 
own duty. The saboteur, planning for destruction, 
may do no more damage than an ignorant and care­ 
less camper or motorist. No one knows how much 
forest w aste has resulted from improper disposal 
of smoking materials, and carelessness with camp 
fires. The total reaches staggering proportions. 
Only those who go into the forest can prevent such 
needless destruction. 
The rules are simple. Never leave a fire until it 
is completely out—and that means when it is soak­ 
ed with w ater or buried deep in earth. Never drop 
a match or a cigarette butt until it is cold. Obey,

Minimum Prices 


Established for 


Barbers of County 


It was learned this week from 
Bert Misner, local barber, that 
the California 
State 
Board of 
Barber Examiners 
has recently 
completed an investigation rela­ 
tive to the price structure of the 
barbering business in Riverside 
county, as a result of which the 
board has established a minimum 
price schedule for barbering ser­ 
vices in this county. 
The 
new 
minimum price schedule set forth 
by the board goes into effect on 
Saturday, June 20. 
The action was the result of a 
petition from more than 75 per­ 
cent of the barbers of this coun­ 
ty. Following the petition, a cost 
survey of receipts and expendit­ 
ures, under sworn statement, was 
obtained from the barber shop 
owners and a public hearing held 
as required by law. 
The board of barber examiners 
admits that “higher prices might 
have been set and perhaps w ith­ 
in the intent of the law, but cau­ 
tion and fairness has been our 
aim.” The prices established are 
minimum charges only, and bar­ 
bers of this county may charge 
higher prices if they wish. 
The new minimum price sched­ 
ule for barbering services in Riv­ 
erside county is as follows: Hair­ 
cut 55c, children’s haircut (under 
12 years of age) 50c. ladies' neck 
trim 40c, shave 35c, tonics 25c, 
shampoo (plain) 50c, tonic sham­ 
poo 75c, Glover shampoo $1.00; 
massage 
(plain) 
50c: 
boncilla 
massage $1.00, 
scientific facial, 
$1.00, scientific scalp treatment, 
$1.00.

Pinney Is Law yer 
Justice of the Peace Guy P in ­ 


ney was a practicing attorney 
in Los A ngeles and Hollywood 
.or 20 years before coming to 
r’alm Springs in the fall of 1935 
to handle the legal afiairs of the 
Field Club. It was he who drew 
the articles of incorporation for 
the Field Club, and later served 
as assistant secretary and office 
m anager of the club for 
two 
years. 
Pinney continued on in Palm 
Springs perform ing various legal 
services for the cham ber of com­ 
merce and serving as attorney for 
the Sanitary District. He handled 
the affairs of the Sanitary D is­ 
trict during the time the sew er 
was being built and represented 
the district in its relations with 
the contractors and the PWA. 
In the m eantim e, during 1935­ 
36, Pinney m ade a survey of the 
com m unity relative to incorpora­ 
tion; and he has been interested 
in m unicipal affairs ever since. It 
was he who w ent to Sacram ento 
to get legislation inacted which 
would enable Palm Springs to 
incorporate 
in 
the 
m anner 
thought necessary for this village 
and also to enable the dissolution 
of the fire and police protection 
districts so the property of the 
districts would autom atically be­ 
come the property of the city. 
A fter securing the needed legis­ 
lation, from then on Pinney was 
actively engaged in the prepara­ 
tion and filing of the petition for 
incorporation and other legal af­ 
fairs in connection w ith the in ­ 
corporation of the village. 


H andled Indian Problem 
Always interested in the local 
Indian situation, Pinney at one 
tim e w rote a m em oranda for the 
C ham ber of Commerce 
Indian 
Affairs 
Com m ittee 
which 
has 
since been the basis of the m a­ 
jority of negotiations w ith the 
Indian D epartm ent. He served as 
secretary and legal advisor for 
the Indian A ffairs Com m ittee for 
three or four years prior to the 
incorporation of the 
city 
and 
during th at tim e made a survey 
of facts relative to the reserva­ 
tion problem. 
Judge Pinney came to Califor­ 
nia in 1909, but he had already 
been adm itted to practice in the 
East before coming to this state. 
Since then he has alm ost con­ 
tinuously been engaged in 
the 
practice of law or in m unicipal 
and civic affairs. 
His civic w ork here not only 
has taken him to Sacram ento to 
obtain legislation, but once, in 
the late fall of 1936 and January 
of 1937, he 
spent 
considerable 
tim e in W ashington, D. C., check­ 
ing proposed legislation affecting 
the Agua C aliente Indian reser­ 
vation and the com m unity 
of 
Palm Springs. 
City C lerk 31 i Years 
When the tow n incorporated, 
Pinney became the natural choice

As for the joys of w alking, it fell to my lot to make m any trips 
to the village general store, bearing eggs, in exchange for sugar, 
and semi-weekly to the postoffice, a branch of Uncle Sam 's domain 
from the town, six m iles distant, holding forth in the wing of a 
residence. 
I was the self-appointed official carrier for the East Centre, and 
also relayed the news from that com m unity to the postmistress. 
On the occasion of the startling and unexpected sudden death 
of a neighbor from a self-adm inistered dose of "Paris G reen," I 
fairly flew over the country roads, busting w ith the im portance of 
the im parting of news of such vital character, entirely missing the 
tragedy and grief involved. 
No doubt that som ewhere during that 
period I developed a "nose for new s." thereby laying ihe foundation 
for a journalistic career. 
The district school children w ere not carried to and fro in buses 
in those days, and I recall that th e paternal head of that New 
England home, having been a m em ber of the English constabulary, 
formed us in line periodically in the farm house kitchen, for in ­ 
struction in the proper w ay to w alk; "Heels firm, head erect, eyes 
fixed on some distant object, thereby enabling one to cover a long 
distance w ithout fatigue." 
Some few years ago I had occasion to cross the lake to the m ain­ 
land from our island cam p in New H am pshire, for the m orning sup­ 
ply of milk, and not being very proficient w ith a rowboat, I re ­ 
called that early training and proceeded to apply the principals to 
the propelling of the oars. 
Fixing m y gaze on a m ountain peak on the opposite shore I e n ­ 
deavored to steer in th at direction, bu t I followed a zig-zag course 
across the lake, for that m ountain peak did not rem ain in the same 
place for long at a tim e. 
And although I succeeded in procuring 
the m orning's allotm ent of milk and ice for camp, and accomplished 
a safe return, that was m y first and last attem pt in adventuring on 
Lake W entworth, confining my out-of-door activities thereafter to 
the swimming, hiking w ith the young people on the island and help­ 
ing to haul in driftw ood for the fireplace. 
There will be m any hardships in the em ploying of various long- 
forgotten habits of the early days of our ancestors, and in the dis­ 
appearing of our easy, com fortable w ay of living th at will be a part 
of our future; but it w ill be an aw akening for m any of us to an 
appreciation of the good things of life, we have had for so m any 
years; and as it has been said that th e present generation is not the 
equal of the generations that pioneered America, and that the lu x ­ 
uries we have enjoyed have softened, rather than hardened us. let 
us adapt ourselves to the rationing of sugar, tires, etc.. etc.. and to 
any sacrifices and changes we are called upon to m ake, w ith a good 
spirit, realizing that in spite of this softening process, we have b e­ 
come the greatest m echanical nation in the world, and recalling 
the fact that. "Somehow, som ewhere for all th at ends, there is sure­ 
ly a new beginning."
